Elba Mayor Owen Ziglar 
resigned Tuesday night. The 
resignation from the mayor’s 
position and as head of the 
Water and Electric Board will 
be effective September 30th, 
the last day of the current 
fiscal year. Ziglar has served 
approximately one year as 
Mayor of Elba, having replaced 
former mayor Jack Brunson, 
who resigned in 1973. 


Ziglar surprised the entire 
city council with his announce- 
ment Tuesday night and cited 
personal reasons for his ac- 
tions. Later he explained that 
“economic conditions and bus- 
iness interest in another town 
were economically impossible 
to ignore.” 

The present monthly pay 
for Ziglar is $250 as mayor 
and $500 as head of the Water 
and Electric Department. Zig- 


lar told THE ELBA CLIPPER 
he would be leaving Elba in 


October and his family would 
remain here during the school 
year, joining him next summer. 

Several recommendations 
were made to the council by 
Ziglar. He strongly recom- 
mended that Councilman Sam 
Sawyer be appointed to fill the 
unexpired term of mayor. This 
term runs until 1975. Other 
recommendations included: 
“keep spirit alive we have at 
city hall; keep confidence ofthe 
people - I assure you we have 
it now; you have a capable as- 
sistant in Jack Prescott, hecan 
go ahead with the administra- 
‘tive work I have been doing.”

125 DISASTER PAYMENT 
APPLICATIONS MADE BY 


COFFEE COUNTY FARMERS 


A total of 125 farmers in 
Coffee County have applied for 
disaster payments because of 
the drought, according to Rol- 
lan Day, Chairman, Coffee Co- 
unty ASC Committee. 

This is about 10 percent of 
the producers eligible to apply 
for this program. Additional 
applications to the County ASC 
Committee are expected as 
farmers determine that their 
allotment crops have already 
been so stressed that yields 
are likely to be substantially 
below average. 

The Disaster Payments 
Program is new this year, re- 
ports Mr. Day, having been in- 
cluded in the four-year farm 
legislation Congress passed 
last year. 

Application should be made 
at the County ASCS office when- 
ever a producer believes his 
allotmert crops have been ad- 
versely affected by natural dis- 
aster. 

Application must be made 
no later than 15 days after com- 
pletion of harvest in order to 
qualify for a disaster payment. 
Cotton growers must certify 
acreage by September 1 in 
order to qualify for any cotton 
program benefits, including 
disaster payments. 

Since an inspection must 
be made to help determine the 
extent of damage producers 
are being cautioned not to plow 
up or otherwise dispose of the 
crop residue until receiving 
permission from the County 
ASCS office. Mr. Day empha- 
sized that without a field in- 
spection, the disaster payment 
amount cannot be determined 
and therefore il is essential to 
the producer that he wait for 
permission

The Speech Therapy Program 


When a child has a speech 
problem and difficuly in com- 
munication, it affects his so- 
cial and educational adjustment. 
It is estimated that twelve to 
fifteen percent of children in 
kindergarten through grade four 
have seriously defective 
speech, and four to five per 
cent of children in grades five 
through twelve. 

A speech thereapist works 
with classroom teachers in all 
phases of the therapy program, 
by testing the speech of child- 
ren referred by the teacher and 
by discussing with the teacher 
the extent and the exact nature 
of the child’s problem. During 
thereapy, the teacher is told 
what the child is working on, 
how he is progressing and what 
can be done in the classroom 
to help him use and strengthen 
his new skills. 

As speech thereapy helps a 
child to develop and improve 
his speech, his educational 
achievements in the classroom 
are improved also.

I stopped by one of the 
grocery stores this week to 
get some rib steaks to cook 
out I don't usually get the 
better kind because the price 
is higher, and anyway we en

throughout the country loaded 
up their cattle and took them 
to the packing plants and gave 
them away, the meat at the 
retail counter would still be 
too high! I certainly do not 
see much change in the price 
of meat at the point of sale 
It looks to me like we need 
a lot of cooperation from the 
meat packers wholesalers, 
and retailers toget meat prices 
down so the peeple can eat 
this apparent oversupply of 
beef =

FOOD FACTS 


I mentioned earlier in this 
column about the high cost of 
meat at the retail counter. | 
just read a booklet entitled 
“The Real Facts About Food” 
which had this to say about 
food marketing; “Food mar 
keting margins have gone up 
Between 1952 and 1971 farm 
prices increased 4 percent, but 
retail food prices climbed 27 
percent. Thus, %6 percent 
of.the rise in food prices was 
due to larger marketing mar- 
gins (difference between farm 
food prices and retail food 
prices). While farm prices 
have increased in the last two 
years, marketing margins in 
early 1974 were the highest in 
history Marketing margins 
have increased in 18 ofthe last 
20 years.” 


SAFETY 


We don't have a lot ofgrain 
bins in Coffee County, but we 
are getting an increasing num- 
ber each year. Just recently 
I learned that accidents are oc 
curing in grain bins toagreat 
er extent than ever before 
One reason is we are handling 
a lot of grain faster with big 
ger equipment and fewer peo 
ple. For example, an Indiana 
farmer found a flow blocked 
when he started to unload a 
bin. He took a pipe, climbed 
into the bin and poked around 
through the crust. Next thing 
he knew, he was waist deep 
in flowing grain. He sank so 
fast he could not free himself 
The only thing that saved him 
was the fact that the pipe hit 
the hopper and jambed the 
auger 

An agriculture engineer at 
Perdue University had this to 
say: “Grain flows somewhat 
like a liquid when it is drawn 
from the bottom of a bin. You 
Start with the legs about a foot 
degp in grain, and you will be 
helpless when it gets above 
the knees. Follow these rules 
(1) Install ladders in all bins 
(2) If trapped in a grain bin,

FmHA To Guarantee 


Emergency Livestock 
Loans 


Financial assistance to 
livestock and poultry pro- 
ducers under the Emergency 
Livestock Credit Act will be- 
come available this week 
through a new loan guarantee 
authority of the Farmers 
Home Administration(FmHA), 
a rural credit service of the 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, according to Bill Ray, 
FmHA County Supervisor. 

The law calls for loans to 
be made by banks or other 
legally organized lenders. Mr. 
Ray said producers are urged 
to make applications to, and 
complete loan arrangements 
with lending institutions. The 
lender in turn will ask FmHA 
for a loan guarantee if one is 
required. The lender will pro- 
cess the application, close the 
loan and service it 

The maximum loan to any 
Single borrower that can be 
assisted by an FmHA guaran- 
tee is $250,000. Loans will 
be repayable in 3 years, al- 
though renewal for 2 years may 
be authorized. Interest rates 
are determined between bor- 
rower and lender 

Mr. Ray said the agency is 
authorized to guarantee up to 
80 percent of losses a lender 
may incur on loans to bona- 
fide farmers and ranchers who 
breed, raise, fatten or market 
beef and dairy cattle, hogs, 
sheep, goats, chickens and 
turkeys A majority of the 
borrower's income must come 
from the operation, and a 
majority portion of the bor- 
rower’s time must be devoted 
to the livestock or poultry pro- 
duction. 

FmHA guarantees will be 
made Only when the bonafide 
farmer or rancher cannot ob- 
tain financing without a guar- 
antee. Loans may not be used 
to expand operations 

Mr. Ray said the county 
FmHA office serving the area 
where the borrower's live- 
stock or poultry operations 
are conducted will handle re- 
quests from lenders for guar- 
antees, or supply information 
on the loan guarantee program. 

The FmHA Office serving 
Coffee-Dale County is located 
at P. O. Box 238, New Brock- 
ton, Al., 36351.

Anglin Pittman has been a 
cooperator with the Soil Con- 
servation District since Octo- 
ber 9, 1942. Mr. Pittman 
and his wife Noma live in the 
New Hope Community, where 
they are active members of 
the New Hope Baptist Church. 

Mr. Pittman was among the 
first farmers in Coffee County 
to plan a long-range program 
on his farm. In those ddys 
(about 32 years ago), most of 
the open land was being plan- 
ted to row crops. Coffee Gou- 


nty had very little improved 
pasture land. 
Milk cows grazed on car- 


pet grass pastures and bitter 
weeds, during the Summer mo- 
nths, You have missed a real 
treat, if you have never had 
any mulk from a cow that has 
eaten bitter weeds. The cows 
were later turned on the corn 
and velvet bear fields each Fall 
In the early days of the Soil 
Conservation Sevice it took 
lots of effort from the Soil 
Conservation personnel to per- 
suade farmers to agree to plant 
grass. 

Many of the Coffee County 
farmers had debated over plan- 
ting land to grass and the very 
idea of some young sprout com- 
ing along and suggesting tothem 
that they plant their cropland 
to grass and then fertilize this 
grass sounded utterly ridicu- 
lous 

Mr. Pittman was a young 
farmer with progressive ideas 
and he decided to plant a few 
acres of Bahragrass that was 
too rough for row-cropping 
Today, he has most of his land 
planted to grass and is produ- 
cin some fine beef cattle. This 
is the kind of farmers we need 
more of today -- men with vis- 
ions, who dare to try the un- 
usual or new methods of farm- 
ing. Even-though, Coffee Cou- 
nty needs more crop produc- 
tion, it does not need to risk 
it’s natural resources 

Mr. Pittman promoted con- 
servation farming during his 35 


years of working with the Agri-' 


cultural Stabilization and Con 
servation Service 
retirement, he. served as the 
County Compliance Supervisor 
by training reporters to do 
field measurements and var- 
ious other phases of detail work. 
Mr. Pittman made personal 
contact with many farmers here 


in Coffee County concerning , 
ASCS work. His relationship 
with the people he came in 
contact with was outstanding, 
and Mr. Pittman was always 
willing to give that little
